SEOUL, Corea, Oct. 20, via Victoria, B. 
C., Dec. 2.—In the midst of the perils that 
overwhelm his kingdom and threaten his 
life, the King of Corea received me to-day 
and made a direct appeal to the people of 
the United States for help. 

He recognizes our Government as the

| Now and then a lazy official shambled out 


of a doorway and gazed at us. The dilapi- 
dated sentries presented arms as we passed 
| through the age-worn palace streets. Once 
we caught a-glimpse of a woman’s face, 
half veiled at a window—probably one of 
the King’s beautiful slaves. Th thou- 
sand people usually live in the palace 
grounds, but to-day it was Uke a deserted 
town but for the slouching, uneasy guards. 

We walked for at least a quarter of a mile 
in a straight line through the old buildihgs, 
and then we came to an open.apartment, 
with latticed walls, where Hong Woo Kwan, 
the interpreter of the American Legation, 
joined us, in his rich court: dress, and we 
were seated at a small table. The King’s 
steward, a smug, smiling Corean, rustled in, 
and a moment later champagne and cigar- 
ettes were before us. Here we sat until the 
King sent word that he was ready to receive 
me, and the guard was turned out to salute 
us. 5 

The way led through a small, wooden 
gate, manned by seven or eight awkward 
sentrieg, three of whom were without arms. 
A few steps along a crooked lane brought 


us to another small gate, and, on enter- 
ing, we found ourselves in a little paved 
court yard, on the other side of which was 
a frontless room, raised above the ground, 
like a stage in a theater, with wooden steps 
at the side, leading up to it. As we crossed 
the yard and ascended the steps, we could 
see the King, surrounded by police officials. 

In a moment I was face to face with the 
unhappy sovereign of Corea. He stood be- 
hind a table, in front of a gaudily uphols- 
tered European chair, with his small nerv- 
ous hands crossed lightly over his ceinture. 
A slender, shy man, with an ova! face, thin, 
silky mustache and chin beard, a kind, vo- 
luptuous mouth and soft, dark eyes. He has 
the eyes of a beatuiful girl. When he 
smiles, he hangs his head on one side, half 
closes his eyes, and then, looking straight 
at you, opens them slowly, with the expres- 
sion of a bashful woman. 

He does not shake hands. To touch his 
person is death. It is not long since it was 
a capital offense to look at him in the 
streets. 

The King was clad in a crimson silk robe 
with wide sleeves, yoked at the shoulders 
with cloth of gold and caught at the waist 
by a gold buckled, loose black belt. A haze 
of black gauze covered the royal mantle 
and a sparkling jewel held it across the 
breast. He wore on his small, shapely head 
a strange structure of stiffened black net

Herse Now Under Treatment by the Ag- 
ricultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—Coinci- 
dent with the return to the United States 
of Dr. Kinyonn of the Marine Hospital serv- 
ice, who went to Europe to investigate and 
report on the diphtheria cure, is the fact 
that experiments are already being made 
to obtain serum with which to conduct ex- 
periments in this country. : 

The horse which is being used for the pur- 
pose of experimentation and from Which it 
is hoped to obtain a supply of serum, was 
purchased for the Marine Hospital service 
some time ago and is now kept in a branch 
station of the Agricultural Department near 
Bennings. He has been given several in- 
jections of the liquid obtained from the feed- 
ing of the diphtheria germ taken from the 


throat ef a child suffering from diphtheria 
in a mixture of beef broth and peptone until 
they have reached full development. 

To get the animal thoroughty immuned 
against the disease will take from six to 
nine months administration of the liquid. 
When the animal is in condition and the 
germs have had full effect the horse is bled 
and the serum secured. The results of the 
effect on the horse are being watched with 
much interest, and care was taken in se- 
lecting him to get one free from disease of 
any kind.

be conveyed to one of our nearest ports, 
where a hearing could be had before a judi- 
cial offcer, in compliance with the terms 
of the treaty. 

On their arrival at San Francisco such a 
proceeding was promptly instituted before 
the United States District Judge, who held 
that the acts constituting the alleged of- 
fenses were political and discharged all the 
accused, except one Cienfuegos, who was 
held for an —— 4 to murder. Thereupon 
I was constrain to direct his release for 
the reason that an attempt to murder was 
not one of the crimes charged against him 
and upon which his surrender to the Sal- 
vadorean authorities had been demanded. 


SPAIN’S STRANGE POLICY. 
Unreasonable and unjust fines imposed 
by Spain on the vessels and commerce of 
the United States have demanded from 


time to time during the last twenty years 
earnest remonstrance upon the part of our 
Government. In the immediate past, ex- 
orbitant penalties have been imposed upon 
our vessels and by customs authori- 
ties of Cuba and Porto Ri for clerical 
errors of the most trivial character in the 
manifests or bills of lading. In some cases 
fines amounting to thousands of dollars 
have been levied upon cargoes on the carry- 
ing vessels when the goods in question 
were entitled to free entry. Fines have 
been exacted even when the error has been 
detected and Spanish authorities notified 
before the arrival of the goods in port. 
This conduct is in strange contrast with 
the considerate treatment extended to 
Spanish vessels and cargoes in our ports in 
like cases. No satisfactory settlement of 
these vexatious questions has yet been 
reached. . 

The Mora case, referred to in my last an- 
nual me e, remains unsettled. om the 
diplomatic correspondence on the subject, 
which has been laid before the Senate, it 
Will, be seen that the Government has 
already offered to conclude a conven- 
tion with Spain for disposal by arbitration 
of outstanding claims between the two 
countries—except the Mora claim, which, 
having been long ago adjusted, now only 
awaits payment as. stipulated, and of 
course it could not be included in the pro- 
posed convention. It was hoped that this 
offer would remove parliamentary obsta- 
cles encountered by the Spanish Govern- 
ment in providing payment of the Mora in- 
demnity. I regret to say that no definite 
reply to this offer has yet been made and 
all efforts to secure payment of this set- 
tled claim have been unavailing. 


TURKISH ATROCITIES. 
In my last annual message I adverted to 
the claim on the part of Turkey of the 
right to expel as persons undesirable and 


dangerous Americans naturalized in the 
United States and returning to Turkish 
jurisdiction. Numerous questions in this 
relation have arisen. 

While this Government acqulesces in the 
asserted right of expulsion, ie will not 
consent that Americans may be imprisoned 
or otherwise punished for no other reason 
than having acquired, without Imperidl 
egnsent, American citizenship. Three of 
the assailants of Miss Melton, an American 
teacher in Mosul, have been convicted by 
the Ottoman courts, and I am advised 
that an appeal against the acquittal of the 
remaining five has been taken by the 
Turkish Prosecution Office. 


VENEZUELAN CLAIMS. 

A convention has been concluded with 
Venezuela for the arbitration of a long 
disputed claim, growing out of the seizure 
of certain vessels, the property of citizens 
of the United States. Although signed, the 
treaty of extradition with Venezuela is not

GROWING ABUBES. 

Pretended newspapers are started by busi- 
ness houses for the mere purpose of adver- 
tising goods, complying with the law in 
form only, and discontinuing the publica- 
tion as soon as the period of advertising is 


over. Sample copies“ of pretended news- 
28 are issued in great numbers for a 
ike purpose only. The result is a great loss 
of revenue to the Government, besides its 
humiliating use as an agency to aid in car- 
rying out the scheme of a business house 
to advertise its goods by means of a trick 
upon both its rival houses and the regular 
and legitimate newspapers. 7 2 covered 
literature consisting mainly of trashy nov- 
els, to the extent of many thousands of tons 
is sent through the mails at 1 cent per und 
while the publishers of standard works are 
required to per ent times that amount in 
sending their publications. 

Another abuse consists in the free car- 
riage through the mails of hundreds of tons 
of seed and other in uselessly distrib- 
uted through the partment of Agricul- 
ture. The Postmaster-General predicts 
that if the law be so amended to eradi- 
cate these abuses, not only will the Post- 
office Department show nq deficien:y, but 
he believes that in the nearTuture all jegit- 
inate newspapers and periodical magazines 
might be properly transmitted through the 
mails to their subscribers free of cost. I in- 
vite your prompt consideration of this sub- 
ject and fully indorse the views of the Post- 
master-General, 

The total number of post-offices in the 
United States on the 30th day of June, 
1894, was 69,805, an increase of 1,403 over the 
preceding year; of thesé 342 were presiden- 
tial, an increase in that class of 68 over the 
preceding year. 


FREE DELIVERY. 

Six hundred and ten cities and towns are 
provided with free delivery. Ninety-three

The ex- 
pense of free delivery for the current fiscal 
year will be more than $12,300,000 and under 
existing legislation this item of expendi- 
ture is subject to constant increase.

DUTIES OF THE SEVERAL BUREAUS. 

An important order has been issued by 
the Secretary of the Navy co-ordinating the 
duties of the several bureaus concerned in 
the construction of ships.

than has heretofore been possible the har- 
monious action of these several bureaus, 
and make the attainment of the best 
results more certain. 


TO GUARD AMERICAN INTERESTS. 

During the fiscal year there has been an 
unusual and pressing demand in many 
quarters of the world for the presence of 
vessels to guard American interests. In 
January last, during the Brazilian insur- 
rection, a large fleet was concentrated in 
the harbor of Rio De Janeiro. 

The vigorous action of Rear Admiral 
Benham in protecting the personal and com- 
mercial rights of our citizens during the 
disturbed conditions afforded results which 
will, it is believed, have a far-reaching and 
wholesome influence whenever in like cir- 
enmstances it may become necessary for 
our naval commanders to interfere on be- 
half of our people in foreign ports. 

The war now in progress between China 
and Japan has rendered it necessary or ex- 
— . to dispatch eight vessels to those 
waters.

The creation of such a tribunal 
would te the disposal of cases and 
insure decisions of a more satisfactory 
character. The registers and receivers who 
originally hear and decide these disputes 
should be invested with authority to have 
competent witnesses to attend and testify 
before them. 


CONDITION OF THE INDIAN. 
Though the condition of the Indians 
shows a steady and healthy progress their 
situation is not satisfactory at all points. 
Some of them to whom allotments of land 


have been made are found to be unable to 
disinclined to follow agricultural pursuits 
or to otherwise beneficially manage their 
land. This is especially true of the Chey- 
ennes and the Araphoes who, as it appears, 
by reports of their agent, have in many in- 
stances never been located upon their allot- 
ments, and in some cases do not even 
know where their allotments are. Their 
condition has deteriorated, they are not 
self-su rting and they live in camps and 
spend their lives in idleness. I have al- 
ways believed allotments of reservation 
lands to Indians in severaltyshould be made 
sparingly or at least slowly and with the 
utmost caution. In these days, when white 
agriculturists and stock-raisers of ex- 

tieénce and intelligence find their lot a 
ard one, we ought not to expect Indians, 
unless far advaneéd in civilization and hab- 
its of industry; to support themselves on the 
small tracts of land usually allotted to 
them. If the self-supporting scheme by 
allotment faile the wretched pauperism of 
the allottees results—worse than their 
2 | condition of regulated dependence. 
— Be, that the evil consequences 


cannot 
traced on account of the purc 
Government of reservation lands remaining 
after allotments are made and the dispo- 
sition of such remaining lands to settlers 
or purchasers from the Government. 

I @m convinced that the proper solution 
of the Indian problem and the success of 
every step taken in that direction depend, 
to a very large extent, upon the intelligence 
and honesty of the reservation agents and 
the interest they have in their work. An 
agent fitted for his place can do much to- 
ward preparing the Indians under his 
charge for citizenship and allotmeng of. 
their lands, and his advice as to any mat- 
ter concerning their welfare will not mis- 
lead. An unfit agent will make no effort to 
advance the Indians on his reservation to- 
ward civilization or preparation for allot- 
ment of lands in severalty, and his opin- 
ion as to their position in this and other g- 
gards is heedless and valueless.

The Boards of Management of the sev- 
eral stations, with great alacrity and cor- 
diality,’ have 9 the amendments to 
the law provid this supervision of their 
expenditures and anticipating that it will 
increase the efficiency of the stations and 

rotect their directors and managers from 
oose charges concérning their use of pub- 
lic funds besides bringing the partment 
of Agriculture into closer and more confi- 
dential relations with the experimental sta- 
tions and through their joint service largely 
increasing their usefulness to the agricult- 
ure of the country. 

Acting upon a recommendation contained 
in the repert of 1898, Congress appropriated 
$10,000 to enable the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to investigate and report upon the 
nutritive value of the various articles and 
commodities u for human food, with 
special suggestion of full, wholesome and 
edible rations, less wasteful and more econ- 
omical than those in common use under 
this appropriation,” the department has 
prepared and now has nearly ready for dis- 
tribution an elementary discussion of the 
nutritive value and pecuniary economy of 
food. 

When we consider that fully one-half of 
all the money earned by the wage earners 
of the civilized world is expended by them 
i for food, the importance and utility of such 
an investigation is apparent. 


COST OF RESEARCH. 

The department expended in the fiscal year 
1892 $2,354,809.56, and out ef that sum the 
total amount expended in scientific research 
was 45.6 per cent; but in the year ending 
June 30, 1894, out of a total expenditure of 


$1,945,988.38, the department applied 51 per 
cent of that sum to scientific work and in- 
vestigation. It is, therefore, very plainly 
observed that the economies which have 
been practiced in the administration of the 
department have not been at the expense of 
scientific research. 


FREE DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM. 
The recommendation contained in the re- 
port of the Secretary for 1893, that the 
vicious system of promiscuous free distrib- 
tien of its departmental ‘documents be 


abandoned, is again urged. Th publica- 
tions may well be furnished without cost 
to public Hbraries, educational institutions 
and the officers and libraries of States and 
of the Federal Government, but from all 
individuals applying for them a price cov- 
ering the cost of the document asked for 
should be required. Thus the publications 
and documents would be secured by those 
who really desirc them for proper purposes. 
Half a million of copies of the report of 
the Secretary of Agriculture are printed for 
distribution at an annual cost of about 
$300,000. Large numbers of them are cum- 
bering store-rooms at the Capitol and the 
sheives of secondhand book stores through- 
out the country. All this labor and waste 
might be avoided if the recommendations: 
of the Secretary were adopted. 

The Secretary also again recommends 
that the gratuitous distribution of seeds 
cease, and that no money be appropriated 
for that purpdse, except to experiment sta- 
tions. He reiterates the reasons given in 
his report for 1893 discontinuing this unjus- 
tiflable gratuity, and I fully concur in the 
conclusion which he has reached. 


A YEARLY AGRICULTURAL CENSUS. 

A further important utility in agricultur- 
al statistics is found in their elucidation of 
the relation of the supply of farm products 
to the demand for them in the markets of 
the United States and of the world. It is 
deemed possible that an agricultural cen- 
sus may be taken each year through the 
agents of the statistical division of the de- 
partment. Such a course is commended for 
trial by the chief of that division. Its scope 
would be: (1) The area under each of the 
more important crops; (2) the aggregate 
products of each of such crops; (3) the 
uantity of wheat and corn in the hands of 
armers at a date after the spring sowings 
and plantings and before the beginning of 
the harvest, and Also the 8 of cot- 
ton and tobacco remaining in the hands of 
planters, either at the same date or at some 
other designated time. The cost of the work 
is estimated at $500,000.

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There was a falling off in American 
wheat exports of 13,500,000 bushels, and the 
Secretary is inclined to believe that wheat 
may not in the future be the staple ex- 
port cereal product of our country, but that 
corn will continue to advance in impor- 
tance as an export on account of the new 
uses to which it is constantly being appro- 
priated. The exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts from the United States for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, ariounted to 3628, 
363,038, being 72.28 per cént of American ex-

TWO LINES OF RESEARCH. 

The Department of Agriculture has un- 
dertaken during the year two new and 
important lines of research. The first re- 
lates to grasses and forage plants with the 
purpose of instructing and familiarizing 
the ore as to the distinctive grasses of 
the United States, and teaching them how 
to. introduce valuable foreign forage plants 
which may be adapted to this country. 
-The second relates to agricultural soils and

Mechanical analysis of soils may be of 
such inestimable utility that it is foremost 
in the new lines of agricultural research, 
and the Secretary, therefore, recommends 
that a division having it in charge be per- 
manently established in the department.

The tariff act passed at 
THE TARIFF— the last session of the 
SUGAR, COAL Congress needs im- 
AND IRON. portant amendments if 
it is executed effectually 


with certainty, in addition to 
such necessary amendments as will 


not change rates of duty. I am still very 
decidedly in favor of putting coal and iron 
upon the free list. 

o far as the sugar schedule is concerned, 
I would be glad, under existing aggrava- 
tions to see every particle of differential 
duty in favor of refined sugar stricken out 
of our tariff law. If, with all the favor now 
pong the sugar refining interest in our 
tariff laws it still languishes (o the extent 
of closed refineries and thousands of dis- 
eharged workmen it would seem to present 
a hoveless case for reasonable legislative 
aid, and whatever else is done or omitted, 
I earnestly repeat here the recommendation 
I have made in another portion of this com- 
munication, that the additional duty of one- 
tenth of a cent per pound laid upon sugar 
imported fro countries paying a bounty 
on its export I abrogated. It seems to me 
that exceedim g important considerations 
point to the priety of this amendment. 
With the advent of a new tariff policy not 
only contemplated to relieve the consumers 
of our land in the cost of their daily life, 
but to invite a better development of Ameri- 
can thrift and create for us closer and more 
profitable commercial relations with the 
rest of the world, it follows as a logical and 
imperative necessity that we should at once 
remove the chief, if not the only obstacle 
which has so long prevented our participa- 
tion in the foreign carrying trade of the 


fea. 

A tariff built upon the theory that it is 
well to check imports and that a home mar- 
ket should bound the industry and effort of 
American producers was fitly supplemented 
by a refusal to allow an American registry 
to vessels built abroad, though owned and 
navigated by our people, thus exhibiting 
an unwillingness to abandon all contest for 
the udvantage of American transoceanic 
carriage. 

Our new tariff policy built upon the theory 
that it is well to encourage such importa- 
tions as our people need and that our 
products and manufactures should find 
markets in every part of the habitable 
globe, is consistently supplemented by the 
greatest possible liberty to our citizens in 
the ownership and navigation of ships in 
which our products and manufactures may 
be transported. The millions now paid to 
foreigners for carrying American passen- 
gers and products across the sea should be 
turned into American hands. Ship building, 
which has been protected to strangulation, 
should be revived by the prospects of profit- 
able employment for ships when built, and 
the Amertean sailor should be resurrected 
and again take his place, a sturdy and in- 
dustrious citizen in time of peace and a 
patriotic and safe defender of American 
interests in the day of conflict. 

The anciént provision of our law denying 
American registry to ships built abroad 
and owned by Americans appears, in the 
light of present conditions, not only to be 
a failure for good at every point, but to be 
nearer a relic of barbarism than anything 
that exists under the permission of a stat- 
ute of the United States. I earnestly rec- 
ommend its prompt repeal.

During the last 
month the gold re- 
served in the Treas- 
ury for the purpose 
of redeeming the notes of the Government 
circulating as money in the hands of the 
people became so reduced and its further 
depletion in the near future seemed so cer- 
tain that in the exercise of proper care for 


the public welfare it became necessary to 
replenish this reserve and thus maintain 
popular faith in the stability and deter- 
mination of the Government to meet, as 
agreed, its pecuniary obligations. It would 
have been well if in this emergency au- 
thority had existed to issue the bonds of 
the Government bearing a low rate of in- 
terest and maturing within a special 
period. But the Congress having failed to 
confer such authority resort was neces- 
sarily had to the resumption act of 1875, 
and pursuant to its provisions bonds were 
issued drawing interest at the rate of 5 
per cent per annum, and maturing ten 
years after their 1 that being the 
shortest time authorized by the act. 

I am glad to say, however, that on the 
sale of these bonds the premium received 
operated to reduce the rate of interest to 
be paid by the Government to less than 3 
per cent. 


EVILS OF OUR SYSTEM. 
Nothing could be worse or further re- 
moved from sensible finance than the rela- 
tions existing between the rrency the 
Government has issued, the gold held for 
its redemption and the means which must 
be resorted to for the purpose of replenish- 


ing such redemption fund when impaired. 
Even it the claims upon this fund were con- 
fined to the obligations originally intended, 
and if the redemption of these obligations 
meant their cancellation, the fund would be 
very small. But these obligations when re- 
ceived and redeemed in gold are not can- 
celed, but are re-issued and may do duty 
many times by way of drawing gold from 
the Treasury. Thus we have an endless 
chain in operation, constantly depleting the 
Treasury's gold and never near a final rest. 
As if this was not bad enough, we have by 
a statutory declaration that it is the policy 
of the Government to maintain the parity 
between gold and silver, aided the force 
and momentum of this exhausting process 
and added largely to the currency obliga- 
tions claiming this peculiar gold redemp- 
tion. Our small gold reserve is thus sub- 
ject to drain from every side. The demands 
that increase our danger also increase the 
necessity of protecting this reserve against 
depletion, and it is most unsatisfactory to 
know that the protection afforded is only 
a temporary palliation, :

NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION. 

It is proposed to repeal all laws providing 
for the deposit of United States bonds as 
security for circulation, to permit national 
banks to issue circulating notes not ex- 
ceeding in amount 75 per cent of their 


paid-up and unimpaired capital, provided 
they deposit with the Government as a 
wosrentes fund, in United States legal ten- 

er notes, including treasury notes of 1890, 
& sum equal in amount to 30 per cent of the 
notes they desire to issue, this deposit to be 
maintained at all times, but whenever any 
bank retires any part of its circulation a 
proportional part of the guarantee fund 
shall bé returned to it; to permit the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to prepare and keep 
on hand, ready for issue in case an increase 
in circulation is desired, blank national 
bank notes for each bank having circula- 
tion, and to repeal the provisions of ‘the 
present law imposing limitations and re- 
strictions upon banks desiring to reduce 
or increase their circulation, thus permit- 
ting such increase or reduction within the 
limit of 75 per cent of capital to be quickly 
made as emergencies arise. 

In addition to the guarantee fund re- 
quired, it is proposed to provide a safety. 
fund for the immediate redemption of the 
circulating notes of failed banks by impos- 
ing a small annual tax, say one-half of 1 
per cent, upon the average circulation of 
each bank, until the fund amounts to 5 per 
cent of the total circulation outstanding. 
When a bank fails its guarantee fund is to 
be 11 into this safety fund and its notes 
are to be redeemed in the first instance from 
such safety fund thus augmented; any im- 
pairment of such fund caused thereby to 
be made good from the immediately avail- 
able cash assets of said bank, and if these 
should be insufficient such impairment to 
be made good by pro rata assessment 
among the other banks, their contributions 
constituting a first lier = gt the assets of 
the failed bank in favor of the contributing 
banks. 

As a further security it is contemplated 
that the existing provision fixing the in- 
dividual liability of stockholders is to be 
retained, and the bank’s indebtedness on ac- 
count of its circulating notes is to be made 
a first lien on all its assets. 

For the purpose of meeting the expense of 

rinting notes, official supervision, cancel- 
ation and other like charges there shall 
be imposed a tax of, say, one-half of 1 per 
cent per annum upon the average amount 
of notes in circulation. It is further pro- 
vided that there shall be no national bank 
notes issued of a less denomination than $10; 
that each national bank, except in case of 
a failed k, shall redeem or retire its 
notes in the first instance at its own office 
or at agencies to be designated by it: that 
no fixed reserve need be maintained on ac- 
count of depogits. 


THE EXEMPTION CLAUSE. 
Another very important feature of this 
plan is the exemption of State banks from 
taxation by the United States in cases 
where it is shown to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and Comptroller 


of the Currency by banks claiming such ex- 
emption that they have not had outstanding 
their circulating notes exceeding 75 per 
cent of their paid-up and unimpaired cap- 
ital; that their stockholders are individu- 
ally liable for the redemption of their cir- 
culating notes to the full extent of their 
ownership of stock; that the liability of 
said banks upon their circulating notes 
constitutes under their State law a first 
lien upon their assets; that such banks 
have kept and maintained a guarantee fund 
in United States legal tender notes, includ- 
ing Treasury notes of 189, equal to 30 per 
cent of their outstanding circulating notes, 
and that such banks have promptly re- 
deemed their circulating notes when pre- 
sented at their principal or branch offices. 
It is quite likely that this scheme may be 
usefully amended in some of its details, but 
I am satisfied it furnishes a basis for a very 
great improvement in our present banking 
and currency system. 
I conclude this communication fully ap- 
reciating that the responsibility for all 
egislation affecting the peaple of the 
United States rests upon their representa- 
tives in the Congress, and assuring them 
that, whether in accordance with recom- 
mendations I have made or not, I shall be 
glad to co-operate in perfecting any legis 
lation that tends to the prosperity and wel- 
fare of our country.

On the question of the Pacific Railroad 
debt he is not very explicit, but is ap- 
parently willing to leave that settlement 
to Olney’s juggling skill. 

That part of the message which will 
excite most controversy, especally be- 
tween Eastern and Western Democrats, 
is Mr. Cleveland’s scheme for revolution- 
izing our currency with a view to the 
perpetuation of the existing monometal- 
lic basis.

THEIR LAST CHANCE. 

The last session of the Fifty-third 
Congress begins to-day with more than 
half the members of the large Demo- 
cratic majority defeated for re-election 
and all of them signally rebuked by an 
unprecedented slump of the Democratic 
vote in every district. Yet this rebuke 
was only a limited expression of Demo- 
cratic disgust at the contrast between 
the party’s promises and its perform- 
ances; the Democrats who voted the 
ticket in November were but little less 
disappointed and dissatisfied than those 
who refused to vote. : 

The members gathering at Washing- 
ton have so far given no indication that 
they will revive the hopes and the party 
zeal of the Democratic masses by a do- 
termined effort to rectify the legislative 
and executive blunders that ave 
brought this rebuke upon them. 

They began their terms with an eager 
yearning to stand well with the Admin- 
istration, and thus to procure official 
favors from the appointing power for 
their particular friends at home. With- 
out offering a word of remonstrance 
they permitted Mr. Cleveland to postpone 
all tariff reform work for more than a 
year after he and they were elected. 
Without a word of rebuke or censure 
they permitted him to confer ambassa- 
dorships on ridiculous misfits, in return 
for large contributions to his campaign 
fund. Without one disapproving word 
they permitted him to falsify his anti- 
trust professions and scandalize the 
public service by placing the Judiciary 
Department under the control of Olney, 
the Whisky Trust attorney, who now 
unites the office of Attorney-General of 
the United States with the attorneyship 
of railway poole and combines. In 
short, the Democratic,members of the 
Fifty-third Congréss have made them- 
selves jointly responsible for every un- 
popular act of the Administration and 
ite appointees, as well as for their own 
failure to meet the just expectations of 
their supporters. 

In this oflly spirit of concession for the 
sake of party harmony and unity they 
gave away every point their constitu- 
ents expected them to fight for, and un- 
der the plea of party necessity they per- 
mitted the Sugar Trust and a small 
coterie of Protection Senators to dictate 
the tariff bill they passed. Yet with the 
disastrous result of all this concession 
and harmony written plainly in the elec- 
tion returns, some of them are returning 
to Washington still impressed with the 
notion that the strength of the party can 
be restored by the sacrifice of its prin- 
ciples and pledges on the altar of har- 
mony among the leaders.

The December term of the United States. 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
Circuit, opened at 10 a. m., in the Circuit 
Courtroom in the Federal Building, the 
Court of Appeals room being in process 
of reconstruction. Judges Caldwell and 
Thayer were 6n the bench. The most im- 


rtant case on the docket for trial was 
he appeal of William H. Beck, Government 
Agent for the Winnebago Indians in Thurs- 
ton County, Neb., from the injunction of 
the Federal Court for the District of 

ebraska restrainin Beck from driving 
the Flournoy Live Kk and Real Estate 
Co. from the lands of the Winnebagoes, 
who had leased large tracts to the com- 
pany for grazing purposes at 20c an acre. 
The defendant Beck is a captain in the 
10th Cavalry, U. S. A., and he gave the 
Flournoy Co. notice to leave the lands be- 
fore Dec. 31, 1893, but he was restrained by 
the injunction, R. W. Breckenridge, of 
Omaha, appeared as special counsel for the 
United States and the Indian Agent. The 
territory involved consists of 900 acres pat- 
ented land, 34,000 acres allotted land, and 
5,000 acres tribal land. The attorneys for 
the Flournoy Co. contended that the Winne. 
bagoes had a right to lease their lands to 

homsoever they pleased, because they en- 
oyed all the privileges and immunities of 
citizens on account of their high state of 
civilization. Counsel for the overnment 
on the other hand, insisted that the Winne- 
bagoes were far from civilized. He said in 


his brief: 
NOT CIVILIZED. 

“Very few of the Winnebagoes marry 
with license under State law. Their an- 
client custom of courtship still prevails, i. e., 
negotiations are carried on by the grand- 
parents of contracting parties, and wives 


are purchased with ponies. The “bonds of 
matrimony” are with these people, even 
among the more intelligent and educated, 
mere ropes of sand. A man and woman 
live together for a time, and simply quit 
when either gets tired of the other, and 
each seeks a new mate. Capt. Beck testi- 
fied that he knows of one man with five 
wives and one woman with three husbands. 
St. Cyr, an educated, intelligent young man 
# years old, the present official interpreter, 
is living with the second woman he has 
married Indian fashion,“ and his present 
wife left another man to live with him. Mr. 
Ashley says: They run backwards and 
forwards; they mix up so, and live together 
a week or so, and then take other women.’ 
Marriage and divorce as understood among 
civilized people are not known among the 
Winnebagoes. The degradation of their 
women is absolute; the latter do the drudg- 
ery and hard manual labor. They live dur- 
ing the summer in houses built by the Gov- 
ernment, or in tepees, or their allotments, 
and in the winter herd together in tepees 
by the Missouri River. The younger In- 
dians have adopted in a large degree the 
garb of civilized life, but the older ones 
wear an incongruous mixture of both In- 
dian and white man’s clothing.“ 

Another question involved in this suit is: 
Is the Winnebago reservation Indian coun- 
try in the meaning of the statute which au- 
thorizes the Government to use force to ex- 
pel undesirable persons?

HORSES VERY CHEAP. 


Owners Sell Them at Any Price Rather 
Than Feed Them Over Winter. 


The fact of the great depreciation in the 
value of horses in this section of the coun- 
try has caused many of the owners of 
ordinary animals to sell them for what 
they will bring at the beginning of winter, 
rather than incur the expense of keeping 
them until spring, claiming that the amount 
thus saved, added to that which they re- 
ceived at the sale, will be more than enough 
to purchase an equally good animal in the 
spring. The majority of horse dealers in 
the city confirm the opinion that owners of 
horses who have no particular use for their 
animals during the winter months are wise 
in adopting the above course. During the 


last year ordinary driving and work horses 
have dropped in value nearly 50 per cent, 
and a good drivimg horse that a short time 
ago brought $125 can now be bought for 
about $60. This state of affairs is largely 
due to the almost universal use of electric- 
ity and cables as motive power for street 
railroads. The animals which these com- 
panies used to buy in large numbers, 
many of which are sound in every — 1 
lar, are now sold for almost any price they 
will bring.

— The open- 
ing of the second session of the Fifty-third 
Congress made the big marble Capitol 
building a center of Interest to-day. Barly 
in the day the corridors began to fill with 

e crowd which is always attracted by 

e opening of: Congress. There was added 
interest, owing to the political revolution 
which had recently occurred; but it was 
not the surging mass of humanity such as 
sometimes marks the great events of Con- 
gress. The President's message was to be 
presented in both Houses, and this meant 
that there gould be no sharp debates, as the 
recording clerk would have the floors for 
two hours, during the reading of the mes- 
sage. 

The crowd seemed to be drawn to the 
House end of the Capitol, as it was here 
that the recent political storm had made 
its marks most apparent. The galleries 
were well filled, though not overcrowded, 
anti the spectators showed an eager interest 
in the arrival of each conspicuous figure on 
the floor: Congressional veterans who had 
spent a good share of their lives in the 
House of Representatives came into it for 
their final session, the recent tidal wave 
having retired most of the leaders of the 
majority. 

But there were few disconsolate faces 
among the defeated, and they joined with 
the members of the minority in good natur- 
ed gallies across the middle aisle, which is 
the political dead line. Representative Hol- 
man, of Indiana, was one of the first to 
appear. He was greeted warmly by his old 
friends, and then went to his seat and busi- 
led himself with the business of the day. 
Occasionally there was a round of applause 
as rome leader of note made his appearance. 
The best known ones—Reed, Wilson, Bland’ 
and Burrows—were not among the early ar- 


rivals, and the galleries were in expectancy 
until these party favorites put in an ap- 
pearance. 

In the Senate there was another crowd 
which filled the galleries without crowding.

AFFAIRS IN INDIA. 


Speech of the Geverner- General ae 
Lahere. 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 3—A dispatch from 
Lahore says the Governor General of India 
made an important speech there yesterday 
evening. After paying tribute to the loy- 
alty, devotion and courage of the Punjabees 
serving in the army, Lord Elgin continued: 
We have no ambition for conquest or for 
the extension of our boundaries. From a 
recent speech of Lord Rosebery you have 
learned that we have reason to hope that 
the time is approaching when all risk of a 
clashing of Russian and British interests 
in Arabia will be ended. and I venture to 


say that no more welcome news could be 
conveyed to the lovers of India. 

“We possess a t advantage in having 
a firm friend and ally in the Ameer, who 
has honorably rec his obligations 
under the treaty of and we trust that 
all frontier troubles will soon be removed 
by the united efforts of the British and 
Afghan officers. In regard to Waezaristan, 
the Government only desires the peace and 
security of the border and I trust that the 
war cloud will soon disperse. We are send- 
ing committees to the extreme west and 
to the extreme east, with a view of settling 
matters with Persia and France and re- 
moving any possible cause for quarrel. 

‘The conventions recently concluded 

with China provide for the settlement of 
the Burmese. frontier and the promotion 
of trade by uniting the telegraph systems 
of the two countries. The respect we have 
shown for their conditions even in unessen- 
tial matters of intercourse has borne fruit 
in the convention for the opening of trade 
with Thibet and in the cordial entente with 
our lant Nepaul allies. 
The fact is this might well be termed an 
era of delimitation, as the whole world is 
settling disputed boundaries. So we, in 
India, Seve ere many years to see our boun- 
daries fixed from the Persian government 
to Malay. I hope you will join me in the 
earnest Lees of its attainment.”’ 

After sketching the material progress 
made by the Pungas in the last three years, 
the Governor General congrattilated his 
hearers upon the more tolerant feeling dis- 
played in regard to religious matters as 
typified by the arch erected jointly by the 
elindeos and Mohammedans upon the oc- 
casion of his visit to Amritsar, adding; I 
welcome this spirit, not because the law 
was unable to prevent disorder, but be- 
cause it provides the best chance of a per- 
manent solution of the difficulties.” 


EDWARD SWIFT COMET 


May Tern Out te Be the Wanderer Dis- 
covered by De Viee. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 3.—Recent 
Observations at the Mount Lowe Observa- 
tory indicate that the Bdward Swift comet, 
discovered by the son of Prof. Swift at 
that observatory on Tuesday evening, Nov. 
20, may turn out to be the famous lost 
comet discovered by De Vico at Rome on 
August 22, 1844, just half a century ago. 

The orbit of De Vico’s comet was com- 
puted by Bruno and found to be within that 
of Jupiter, its aphelion closely approach- 
ing the orbit of the giant planet and its 
perihelion lying just within the orbit of the 
earth. Its period was a trifie less than five 
and a belf (5.459) years and it should have 
reappeared nine times since its discovery, 
but it did not return as predicted, or if it 
has returned it was never seen. The re- 
searches of M. Leverrier indicated that it 
was identical with the comet observed by 
Lahiere at Paris in 1878, though it was not 
detected at any one of the many returns to 


the interim. There was one rather peculiar 
feature about De Vico’s comet; its orbit 
was direct and it was inclined only 2 degs. 
Bam. and 568. to the elliptic, the inclination 
being less than that of the planet Venus 
and far less than that of any other comet 
discovered in the present century. 


Now, the inclination of the Edward Swift 
comet is about 3 degs., or only 6m. greater 
than De Vico’s, and Dr. Barnard of the 
Lick Observatory, who has been studying 
it through his great 36-inch refractor, sug- 
gests that it is identical with the long-lost 
comet of De Vice, which would be just 
about due at thik time, being its ninth

RESPITE AT THE LAST MOMENT. 


A Patient at the Hospital Afflicted 
With the Dread Disease. 


The City Hospital has a genuine and rare 
case of leprosy. John Walker, 65 years old, 


a trimmer, who has been a patient of the 


hospital for some time, is the man who has 
been found to be suffering from this dread 
disease. He has it in what is known as the 
anesthetic or nerve form. 

Lepresy is of two kinds—the tubercular 
and the anesthetfe forms. The former af- 
fects principally the skin and the latter the 
nerves. Walker has both kinds, but the 
latter is the more pronounced. 

All over Walker’s body large snow-white 
patches appear in his skin, the rest of his 
body being very tanned and brown in ap- 
pearance. He was formerly a sailor, and is 
believed to have contracted the disease in 
South America or the West Indies, in each 
of which countries he came in contact with 
lepers. It did not, however, show itself 
until 1890, when he noticed a large white 
patch forming on his right thigh. In the 
center of this a hard lump soon formed, 
which developed into a blister, This formed 
in time a running sore, which was very ob- 
stinate in healing up. Soon more patches 
appeared, generally formitig over the joints, 
each one of which developed into a running 

Walker bas been treat 
some time, his favorite remedy being plenty 
of Castile soap. te, however, the dis- 
ease became of too serious a nature for him 
to break it, and he sought admission to the 
City Hospital. There the true nature of his 
disease was not discovered for a time. Di- 
rectly it became known to the physicians 
he was isolated im the contagious ward. 

One of Walker’é symptoms is known as 
anesthesia, or absence of pain. His pecu- 
larity in this respect was exemplified in a 
singular manner several days ago and led 
in a great measure to the discovery of the 
true nature of his co Feeling cold 
one day while confined in one of the ordin- 
ary wards of the H „ he leaned upon 
the register for the urpose of getting 
warm.

CONDITIONS OF PEACE. 


It the War Is Prelemged They Will Be 
Mere Enactizg. 


YOKOHAMA, Dec. 3.—According to the 
semi-official press, Japan has decided to in- 
sist upon heavy conditions of peace, which 
will be increased as the war is prolonged. 
If the war was concluded at the present 
time Japan would accept an indemnity of 
400,000,000 yen and the cession of the terri- 
tory now occupied by her forces. Too much 
weight should not be attached to the Chi- 
nese overtures for peace, for it is believed 
that Japan will be required to give her 
enemy further proof of the power of Japan 
in order that the Chinese people may learn 
that their Government has sued for peace. 

If Taku and Shan-Kwan cannot be at- 
tacked this winter owing to the severity of 
the climate, the war will be carried on in 
other parts of China. No armistice will be 
granted unless China formally sues for 
peace and surrenders Pekin to the Japanese 
or gives other pledges in proportion to the 
demands of Japan. 

If China is unable to pay. the war in- 
demnity immediately a portion of the sum 
decided upon paid down will be accepted 
and the remainder may be paid in install- 
ments with interest. 

It must be stipulated that the power of 
Japan is regarded as absolut@, and then 
there will be no further opposition to the 
conclusion of peace.
